GROWTH OF TRADE. 

Deallna-a Between the lotted States 
aad Dramatic. Sweden and Nor- 
way the Past Ten Years. 

Washington, June 3.— Frank II. 
Hitchcock, chief of the foreign mar- 
kete section of the agricultural de- 
partment, has prepared a comprehen- 
sive article on the growth of the 
trade between the United States and 
the Scandanarian countries— Den- 
mark, Sweden and Norwuy— during 
the laet ten years from 18U0 to 1000 
inclusive. It shows that in the ten 
ye*rs subsequent to 1890 our exports 
to these three countries rose from 
W.000,000 to nearly $29,000,000. Our 
imports from Scandinavia are very 
small, being below $4,000,000 in 1890. 
and only a little more than $5,000,000 
in 1900, which waa the record year 
in imports. 

Denmark is the principal factor in 
our Scandinavian trade, the exports 
to that country for 1900 having a 
value of more than $18,000,000. while 
Ihe combined shipments to Sweden 
and Norway were valued at about 

" K $10,000,000.
